Following five years of study in his 
native France, Roger Wagner returned to Los Angeles, signed as musical 
director of St. Joseph's Church in downtown Los Angeles, presented annual 
choral concerts which resulted in his being signed as supervisor of youth 
choruses for the City of Los Angeles Bureau of Music. A madrigal group 
of twelve voices grew in three years into a chorus of fifty picked voices 
ready for professional debut as the Roger Wagner Chorale. 

Stecher and Horowitz, Duo-Pianists 

Appearing with the Wagner Chorale for the third season are the duo- 
pianists Stecher and Horowitz. Solidly grounded in the classics, ardent 
and intensive students of both their instruments and its literature, Stecher 
and Horowitz first became known to the public when they were featured 
in an engagement at Radio City Music Hall. They gave a total of 84 per¬ 
formances in that famous hall. The artists travel with their own specially 
matched pianos.
